Washington, Sept. 30—(AP)— 


Secretary of the Navy Forresta 
declared today that United States 
naval forces are in the Mediter- 
ranean to help carry out Ameri 
can foreign policy. 


And they will be there for some 


time to come, the cabinet officer 
made plain in an unusual policj 
statement. 


Simultaneously, it was learnec 


that when the aircraft 
carrier

will be promptly replaced by an 
other flat top.

Forrestal's 
policy declaration 


was released as the American gov 
ernment (1) indicated full back 
ing to Turkey in that country's 
resistance to Russian demands on 
the Dardanelles, (2) studied means 
to aid the present Greek gov- 
ernment in its troubles with Rus- 
sian-supported neighbors and (3) 
hoped uncertainly for a peaceful 
settlement with Yugoslavia over 
the disposition of Trieste. 


Simple Statement of Fact 


Persons familiar with the rea 


sons behind the statement said it 
was drafted about a. week ago 
and hence was not inspired by the 
fresh Dardanelles conflict or other 
current controversies. 


However, it gave the American 


people and foreign governments 
one of the simplest statements of 
the reasons and purposes underly- 
ing the presence of American war- 
ships in the Mediterranean to be 
made since the end of the war. 


"Today,"~ Forrestal said, "the 


United States navy is continuing 
to maintain forces in the east- 
em Atlantic and the Mediterran- 
ean sea for the following specific 
purposes: 


"First, to support the allied 


occupation forces and the allied 
military government in the dis- 
charge of their responsibilities in 
the occupied areas of Europe. 


"Second, to protect U. S. inter- 


ests and to support U. S. poli- 
cies in the area." 


Mediterranean is Strategic 


In the last year or so official 


comments on the presence of the 
American warships in the Medi- 
terranean have 
been generally 


confuted either to explaining spe- 
cific missions in terms of good 
will trips or errands of mercy, 
to to showing that naval opera- 
tions were helping the United 
States carry out its occupation 
problems. 


Yet the Mediterranean is one of 


the world's most strategic areas. 
There conflicting interests of the 
British empire and Russian ex- 
pansionist aims come into sharp 
focus. "There, too, the United 
States itself is concerned with 
oil and global strategy.

Navy's "Turtle" on

Washington, Sept. 30.— (AP)— 


The Truculent Turtle, a new navj 
patrol plane, roared across the 
Pacific on schedule today in a 
flight linking

and aiming at a new distanc 
record of more than 10,000 miles 


Navy officials reported in mid 


morning that the turtle, a two-en 
gine Lockheed P2V was averaging 
218 miles an hour groundspeed 
It was expected to

"George," a weather ship 
sta- 


tioned 1,700 miles off the wes 
coast at 2 p. m. (CST). 


On the basis of 
its 
presen' 


progress, the plane with its creu 
of four officers 
and

10 p. m. (CST). 


No 
destination 
other 
than 


"United States" has been given 
for the flight. The landing point 
will be determined by the physica 
condition of the crew, the per- 
formance of the plane and the 
fuel. 


The navy said that the Turtle's 


still air range— that is, without 
benefits of tailwinds or inter- 
rerence by headwinds — is 
more 


than 13,000 miles. From its start- 
ing point near Perth, Australia 
that range would carry it across 
the United States and far out into 
the Atlantic. 


A straight line over the globe 


from' Perth to 
Seattle 
extends 


across the northern part of the 
United States, -over Washington 
and on to Bermuda. The navy ha: 
not said whether the crew might 
try to stretch the flight to that 
small group of islands, but it ap- 
peared possible if the crew and 
airplane hold up under the strain 
of more than two days in the air. 


The plane took off from Pearce 


airport, an Australian air force 
station, at 4:10 a. m. (CST) Sun- 
day.

Pittsburgh Facing 


Crisis; Conciliator 
Fails to End Strike 


Power Supply. Dwindles 


As Industries Close; 


Thousands Are Idle 


Pittsburgh. 
Sept. 30—(AP) 


Hopes for settlement of Pitts- 
burgh's power strike turned today 
to federal government concilia- 
tors assigned to help find a solu- 
tion in the dispute which has pre- 
cipitated a crisis in the nation's 
tenth largest city. 


The 
conciliation 
service 
in 


Washington asked that the prin- 
cipals in the controversy—repre- 
sentatives in the Duquesne Light 
Co., and an independent union of 
3,500 employes—enter into an im- 
mediate and continuous negotiat- 
ing session until the issues are 
settled. 


At the same time, the Labor de- 


partment named the conciliators, 
William Margolis, of New York, 
and Luciari Rye of Baltimore. 
They were expected to arrive to- 
day to join Conciliator Charles 
Kutz, who has been working on 
the case since it developed. 


Power Supply Dwindles 


Meanwhile power continued to 


flow in limited quantity to the steel 
area's 
1,500,000 
residents, 
but 


Mayor David L. Lawrence, speak- 
ing over the city's five radio sta- 
tions last night, told the citi- 
zens, "we are a stricken city." 


The mayor said: 
"We are continuing, for the time, 


to get enough power for our ab- 
solute needs. We still have a limit- 
ed supply of water. We have light- 
ed streets and we are able to op- 
erate our hospitals and institu- 
tions. But each day since this 
strike was called has brought us 
closer to paralysis. 


"To this hour the city has staved 


off an absolute 'blackout' of pow- 
er. But no one can truthfully say 
that we can do so in the fu- 
ture." 


HP said power comes from "far 


points in the country" and that 
it is kept coming by the super- 
visory workers of the company, 
"who have lived in the plants since 
the independent union pulled its 
men off the jobs." 


Thousands Idle ?ftm* 


The most far-reaching effect of 


the power strike has been the 
tight shutdown of transit service 
by 1,200 street cars and 125 
buses. Trolley men and bus opera- 
tors of the AFL-Amalgamated 
Association of Street Railway and 
Motorcoach employes voted Satur- 
day to respect picket lines thrown 
up at car barns and garages by 
;he independent union. At the same 
time, the AFL unionists declared 
themselves not in sympathy with 
the power union's strike. 


Lack of transportation has kept 


thousands from their jobs, while 
thousands more are out of work 
because of industrv shutdowns to

Decision Ends Lengthy 


Show of Evidence by 


Nations of World 


Nuernberg, Germany, (AP)—On 


the morning of Nov. 20, 1945, 21 
cocky, 
but 
curious 
defendants 


walked into the pirsoners' box of 
the courtroom in the Nuernberg 
palace of justice to await opening 
of the world's greatest war crimes 
trial. 


At 10 a.m. on that historic day 


more than 10 months ago, the 
courtroom became churchly quiet 
as Sir Geoffrey Lawrence, 
tri- 


bunal president, made 
a_ brief 


opening statement on the manner 
in Which the trials were to be con- 
ducted, the manner in which the 
tribunal had been set up, and its 
aims. Then he asked for a read- 
ing of the indictments. 


Sidney. S. Alderman, who had 


joined the American prosecuting 
staff from his position as general 
council for the Southern Railways, 
opened the case for the prosecu- 
tion: 


How It Began 


Alderman dealt only with count 


one of the indictment, the com- 
mon plan or conspiracy. He was 
followed by Sir David Maxwell 
Fyfe of Great Britain with count 
two, 
crimes against peace, M. 


Mennier of France and General 
Rudenko of Russia with count 
three, war crimes, and a second 
Russian prosecutor with 
count 


four, crimes against humanity. 


On the second day the defend- 


ants were given an opportunity to 
plead guilty or not guilty. Fol- 
lowing a short recess to allow 
the defendants a final opportunity 
to consult their attomies, pudgy 
Hermann Goering, former reichs- 
mai'shall, was called upon to make 
his plea. 


He began: "Before I answer the 


question of the high court wheth- 
er or not I am guilty..." 


Sir Geoffrey cut him short, "I 


informed the court that the de- 
fendants are not entitled to make 
a statement. You must plead guil- 
ty or not quilty." 


Goering replied: "I declare my- 


self, in the sense of the indictment 
not guilty."

Prairieville Store 
Burns to Ground in 


Fire This Morning 


The historic structure which has 


housed the Prairieville store on 
the Lincoln Highway west of Dix- 
on for more than 60 years, was 
completely destroyed

fire, 


which broke out in the residential 
section of the building about 8:30 
this morning. The LeRoy Joseph- 
son family who operated the store 
and resided in the building were 
outside in the yard when the fire 
apparently broke out from a kero- 
sene stove which had been left 
burning in the rear of the build- 
ing. 


The flames had gained consid- 


erable headway before being dis- 
covered and members of the fam- 
ily attempted to remove some of 
the household effects from thn 
residential section and stock and 
equipment from the grocery store. 
Heat and smoke drove them from 
the building and before the com- 
munity truck from the Sterling 
fire department arrived, the heat 
was so intensev that all traffic 
on the Lincoln Highway in front 
of the burning structure was halt- 
ed or detoured. 
Lieut. Raj- Cra- 


mer and several state highway 
police rushed to the scene to direct 
traffic. 


The flames gained such head- 


way that the Sterling fire truck 
was helpless with no water supply 
available. Members of the Joseph- 
son family who took over the op- 
eration of the store last March 
succeeded in 
removing 
only a 


small part of the household effects 
and store equipment, the balance 
having been consumed. There was 
no insurance on either the house- 
hold effects or store stock and 
equipment.

Paris, 
Sept. 
30—(AP)—The 


peace conference's Balkan econom- 
ic commission today wrote broad 
guarantees for freedom of Danube 
navigation into the peace treaty 
with Romania, overriding strong 
Russian objections after a plea by 
U. S. Sen. Arthur H. Vandenberg 
to adopt some such guarantee. 


At the same time the commis- 


sion inserted provisions for a Dan- 
ubian conference of all Riparian 
states, together with the United 
States, Russia, Britain and France, 
within six months from the time 
the treaty takes effect, to draft 
definite traffic rules applicable to 
all traffic on Europe's greatest in- 
land waterway. 


Russia. May Block It 


The decision was taken by an 


8 to 5 vote on east-west lines, with 
one abstention. It concluded one of 
the most controversial issues be- 
fore the commission.
